by methods of pacific setlement, con- 
temptuous brushing aside of rules ol 
morality- all these appalling manifes- 
tations 
of

threaten the very foundation of our 
civilization." 


U. S. Is Not Safe 


Hull brought the danger home to the 


average American by saying: "No one 
of us can be sure that his country or 
even his home is safe. Conditions of 
wholesale mbaos will not develop over 
night; but it is clear that the present 
rend is in that direction and the long- 
er Ibis drift continues the greater be- 
comes the danger that the whole world 
may be sucked into the maelstrom of 
unregulated and savage economic, po- 
litical and military competition and 
conflict. 


"Whatever may be our own wishes 


and hopes, we cannot when there is 
trouble elsewhere expect lo remain un- 
affected. When destruction, impover- 
ishment and starvation afflict, oilier 
areas, \vc cannol, no matter bow hard 
we may try, escape impairment of our 
ow nccononiic well-being. Wheen free- 
dom is destroyed over increasing areas 
elsewhere, our ideals of individual lib- 
erty, our most cherished political and 
social institutions are jeopardized." 


Hence he pleaded for American sup- 


port of the. program as "the only pro- 
gram which can turn the tide of law- 
lessness and place the world firmly 
upon the one and only roadway that 
can Icead to enduring peace and se- 
curity."

The tenants on each farm will 
be paid according to the acreage thai 
was planted by each. It is expected 
thai Ihe payments will be made late 
in September or early in October. 


Plan Is Simple 


The farmers who have not over- 


planted their acreage allotments to 
cotton 
will 
find the procedure of

marketing quota plan to be very sim- 
ple. 


Practically all of the farmers in Ihe 


county have kept within their allot- 
ments, he said. 


The farmer who has kept within hsi 


allotments will be issued a white 
marketing card, which will indicate 
to buyers and ginners that the holder 
of the card may sell his entire crop 
and any cotton which he has on hand 
from previous crops without payment 
of lax. 


After securing the marketing card 


it will he necessary for the farmer 
lo present it at Iho ,Rin at Ihe time 
Ihe first of his colon is ginned, so 
hat certain informaion may be filed 
a the gin. It will also be necessary for 
him to present the card any time he 
offers his cotton for sale. 


These are the only requirements of 


the marketing quota program for the 
farmer who has kept within his acre- 
age allotment, the county agent said. 


Farmers who have overplanled their 


cotton acreage allotments should un- 
dertsand the provisions of the mar- 
keting quota program thoroughly so 
that they may market their crops to 
the best advantage. No farmer who 
has overplanted will be eligible for 
cotton price adjustments on the 1937 
crop or for soil conserving payments 
under the IMS program. 


Only a few farmers in Hempstead 


county have overplanled Iheir allot- 
ments, Mr. Smith said. These farmers 
will be given a red marketing card 
showing Iho number of pounds of cot- 
Ion which they may sell without pay- 
ment of tax. 


However, in the case of a farm on 


which the acreage- allotment was over- 
planted, but on which not more than 
1,000 pounds of lint cotton was pro- 
duced, the entire crop can bo mar- 
keted without payment of tax. 


The Actual Yield 


If a producer has exceeded his acre- 


age allotment, but the county com- 
mittee estimates that the production in 
11)38 on he acual acreage planted to 
colon will not exceed the normal pro- 
duction on the acreage allotment, a 
red marketing curd will be issued 
showing (he amount ho can sell lax 
free, and Ihe farmer will not be taxed 
unless the actual yield exceeds Iho 
amount shown on the curd. 


The producer may pay the lax in 


advance lo Ihe county committe if be 
wishes to do so, cither in cash or post- 
ing a bond for payment, the county 
agent said. Otherwise, the tax of two 
cents a pound will be paid to the 
buyer e.f the cotton, and may be de- 
ducted from the sale price. The buyer 
will remit the lax collected to the

p,^ BIG commercial transport plane was flying from Cleve- 


land to Detroit the other clay, Taking the shortest route, 


•it swung northwest across Lake Erie, flew over a sizable 
corner of Ontario, and then crossed the Detroit river and 
glided down to ajanding at the Detroit airport. 
„ 
One "of the passengers was a young- man who recently spent 


upwards of a year in Germany with the branch office of an 
American firm. When he trot out of the plane, he remarked : 


"That was the most thrilling- (hing that has happened since 
,1 got ..back to America." 
- "What, this flight?" asked an acquaintance. 
, "No," sand the young man. "The way we flew over the in- 
ternational boundary without noticing it. We crossed from 
the United States, flew over Canada, then flew back—and 
nobody said a word. That is the sort of thing that couldn't 
.happen in Europe. Planes don't cross the international boun- 
•aaries there, not without a lot of negotiations and formality. 
They go far out of their way to avoid flying over a little 
.strip of foreign territory. If they din't the pursuit planes 
would go after them." 
• 
Which is just another way of saying that we who live in 


North America never realize how "lucky we are—until we 
'see what w.e would be up against if the European system pre- 
vailed over here. 


But perhaps it isn't entirely luck, after all. 
When you come to think of it there is nothing to prevent 


the United States and Canada from trusting each other and 
'.glaring sullenly across the border in the European manner— 
nothing except the fact that each nation uses good .sense and 
neighborly forbearance. 
v 
The United States, for instance, could easily claim that it 


"needs" the raw materials which Canada has. It could argue 
tha tunless it "controlled" the supply of these things its 
whole economy would be endangered. And it could go ahead 
and lay plans for the conquest of the Dominion. 


Canada, on the other hand, could point out that its liberty 


was endangered by the colossus to the south. It could com- 
plain about the disruptive influence of American visitors— 
those C.I.O. organJ2ers who have disturbed Ontario's pre- 
mier, for example—and it could close the border with pa- 
trols, forts, and so on. 


The situation that would result would be every bit as 


logical as the situation which is commonplace on almost every 
European border, 


That'peaceful boundary between the United States and 


Canada is, as the young traveler remarked, an immensely 
thrilling thing. But it doesn't exist by accident. 


It is what it is because the people of the two countries have 


chosen to act sensibly.

Italy Manufactures Own 


Substitues for Imports

ROME,-Fara da Se! Fara da So!" 
That is the new watch word in Italy. 


H means, "Do it yourself!" 


H is the solgan for Italian autarchy 


—for the attempt to make Italy free 
from the necessity of importing food 
and raw materials by making intensive 
use of what it has within its own em- 
pire and by inventing substitutes for 
things it has been importing. 


The need for autarchy was impress- 


ed upon Mussolini when the League 
of Nations imposed sanctions upon 
Italy as a punishment for its war on 
Eethiopia. Prior to that Mussolini had 
no thoughts about artachy. Indeed, he 
felt Italy must be an importing nation 
because of her need for combustible 
oils, coal, iron, copper, wool, rubber 
and cotton. But since 1935 he has 
[one all out of autarchy. 


First—Because Italy hasn't he for- 


eign exchange necessary for extensive 
purchases abroad. 


Second—Because, in case of a great 


war, Italy cannot afford to rely upon 
imports for her primary needs. 


"Economic servitude means political 


servitude," Mussolini told his country- 
men. 


Ynter Power Replaces Coal 


Tackling the fuel problem, the Ital- 


ians developed as much as possible 
their best coal fields which are in Sar- 
dinia. It is hoped eventually to pro- 
duce 3,000,000 tons annually, but his 
would only cover one-fourth of Italy's 
needs. So hydro-electric power is be- 
ing intensively developed in northern 
Italy where the mountain streams have 
made possible the elccttrificaiion of 
the railways there and also developed 
power for factories. 


Like Gernjany, Italy is going in not 


only for increased production of arti- 
ficial silk, but also artificial rubber 
and wool. 


Count Volpi, president of the con- 


federation of manufacturers charged 
with part of the autarchy problem, 
recently gave out figures showing the 
difference between 1934 and 1937 
In 


the latter yeacr compared with the for- 
mer, production in various commodi- 
ties had increased as follows: coal -100 
per cent; lignite, 150; bauxite (from 
which aluminum is extracted i, 100; 
lead ore, 250; kaolin, 300; zinc, 50; mer- 
cury, 450; benzol, 225; paper cellulose, 
400; benzine, 210; hemp, 65; flax, 400; 
artificial silk, 100. 


As a result of some of these efforts, 


mports of raw wool and cotton have 
fallen by half. 


But hese percentage figures can de-. 


ceive. Thus, the production of iron®' 
ore increased by 100 per cent. But a 
he original amount was small, 100 pc. 
cent increase did not come anywhere 
icar meeting Italy's needs. Neverteh 
less, the government feels that it is tii 
its way toward self-sufficiency.

Federal agents located the parked

He died ten minutes after an am- 


bulance rushed him to a hospital. Lat- 
federal officers fingerprinted him in 
an effort to establish his idenity.

They were captured Monday night) 


by two federal bureau of investigation 
agents and two deputy sheriffs who 
found them cleaning fish at the farm 
home of Charles Root, Meredith's 
father-in-law, in the brush country 
east of Effie, about 45 miles north of 
here. 


Meredith was dropped by pistol and 


shotgun fire before he had run 60 feet, 
while Couch quietly submitted. Mere- 
dith's young wife and her father saw 
the captures. 


Miss Peggy Gross, St. Louis social- 


ite, and Daniel Cox Fahey, Jr., St. 
Louis architect, the kidnaping victims, 
were seized as they sat in a car at St. 
Louis early Saturday and bound with 
wire when they were bandoncd in 
woods north of Minneapolis, as their 
abductors continued their flight in 
Fancy's car. 


Officers believed the Missouri men 


wanted Fancy's car only because the 
St. Louis area became "too hot," and 
they took Fancy and the girl because 
they did not want the car reported 
stolen.

So^ the- mystery of mighty Kili- 


manjaro remained a .secret .until 
finally in 1861 Karl von der 
Decken, a German scientist, con- 
firmed the report about the moun- 
tain made by Jphann 'Rebmann, 
an' English missionary, 13 years 
jbefore. The Paris .Geographical 
.Society, conferred a medal on Reb- 
mann. and his associate, Ko;apf 
iudwig. Thereafter interest in the 
peak, rose keenly. 


Several expeditions sought its 


summit. Charles New, a mission- 
ary, reached the snow line at 
14,000 feet before he was forced 
to descend, and Joseph Thompson 
of the Royal Geographical Society 
was the first to work his way 
.around the north side. Forty years' 
after it had. been first-sighted, Dr.' 
Hans Meyer and Ludwig Purt- 
'scheller stood upon Kilimanjaro's 
summit. Since that date, 1889, a 
'number of explorers have scaled 
the peak. 


Kilimanjaro rises abruptly from 


the plains and culminates actually 
in two peaks, one 17,500 and one 
19,728 feet high. The peak of Kibo, 
Ihe tallest, has a crater .over 6000 
feet in circumference and 600 
feet dfeep. Kilimanjaro is shown 
here on a stamp of Tanganyika, 
British 
protectorate 
since 
the 


World War. It was formerly Ger- 
man territory.

Fairy Banquet Pudding 


Make a soft custard of 1 pint milk, 


1 egg and 1 cup of sugar, and Vi teas- 
poonful salt. Cook over hot water un- 
til it just cats the spoon then remove 
from the fire and add 2 tablesspoon 
gelatin hydrated in 4 tablespoons cold 
water. Stir until the gelatin is dis- 
solved and set aside to cool. Cut 12 
marshmellows in small pieces with 
the scissors and add to the custard, 
also adding Vi cup cream whipped and 
Vi cup of chopped nuts. Stir occasion- 
ally to prevent the cream from rising. 
Serve cold, plain or with a chocolate 
sauce. 


Cold Chocolate Sauce 


1 cut brown sugar 
Vi teaspoon salt 


Vz cup milk

2 tablespoons butter

But they 
say many Japanese militarists would 
take on both Russia and China.
